But  it  it  rare  to 
iai  •  mfi  adll  laoN  rare  to  ia4  a  woman  in 
that  whole  land,  who  can  lay  any  claim  to  a  eolti- 
Tated  mind.  There  are,  however,  illnstrioua  iadi- 
vidaal  exeeptiona  in  both  aexea ;  bright  examples 
of  polished  manners,  intellectnal  superiority,  and 
moral  parity.  Santa  Anna  is  a  gentleman,  whose 
Ane  mind  and  courtly  bearing  would  make  him  an 
oraament  to  the  intellectual  society  of  any  country. 
And  the  lamented  wife  of  Santa  Anna  was  a  lady 
of  surpassingly  lovdy  person  and  character.  In  ev¬ 
ery  virtue  and  grace,  she  was  one  of  the  brightest 
ornaments  of  the  female  sex.  In  the  stormy  scenes 
of  their  most  eventful  life,  they  have  both  displayed 
a  degree  of  benevolence  and  humanity,  rarely  to  be 
found  in  the  midst  of  the  angry  passions  which  wars 
and  political  revolutions  must  foster. 

Nearly  all  the  offices  of  honor  or  emolument  are 
in  the  hands  of  the  white  descendanu  of  the  Span¬ 
iards  ;  though  occasionally  an  individual  of  mixed 
blood  will,  through  native  fnergy  of  character,  ele¬ 
vate  himself  to  posts  of  opulence  and  power.  For 
three  centuries  these  Spanish  conquerors  have  ruled 
over  the  country  with  the  most  grinding  oppression. 
The  horrible  massacres  which  foUowed  the  original 
invasion,  have  been  sneeeeded  by  a  constant  series 
of  wrong  and  outrage.  The  Indiana  regard  the 
Spaniards  with  very  much  the  same  bitterness  which 
they  felt  at  the  time  of  the  conquest.  And  though 
fully  conscious  of  the  superiority  of  the  European 
race,  they  are  averse  to  alUanees  with  their  conquer¬ 
ors,  and  ever  regard  them  with  sullen  animosity. 

Such  is  the  powerless,  divided  people,  against 
whom  the  United  States  is  now  engaged  in  an  in¬ 
glorious  war  of  invasion.  For  the  twenty  millions 
of  this  energetic  republic  to  trample  such  a  people 
in  the  dust— to  sweep  over  such  a  land  with  fire  and 
sword,  is  surely  no  cause  for  national  boasting.  The 
poor  Indians  and  half-breeds  who  compose  the  rank 
and  file  of  the  Mexican  armies,  have  their  mangled 
bodies  scattered  by  thousands  over  the  plains,  by  the 
merciless  discharges  of  our  artillery  and  mortars. 
Every  explosion  of  our  artillery  awakens  shrieks  of 
despair  among  the  widows  and  the  orphans  it  has 
created,  among  the  ravines  of  the  Cordilleras.  Our 
news-boys  shout  **  Another  glorious  victory  in  Mex¬ 
ico  1”  But  my  mind  instantly  reverts  to  the  horrible 
carnage  of  the  field  of  blood,  and  to  the  thousands 
of  homes  which  that  sanguinary  victory  has  filled 
with  lamentations.  Our  public  journals  speak  of  the 
“hrilliant  exploits”  of  Monterey  and  Vera  Cruz. 
They  were  brilliant  in  crimson  gore,  in  conflagrated 
dwellings,  in  meteoric  bomb-shells,  with  portentous 
glare  making  night  hideous,  and  exploding  with 
power  more  terrific  than  the  fabled  thunderbolts  of 
Jove.  I  have  no  heart  to  join  in  this  exultation  over 
the  slaughter  of  my  fellow-men.  From  the  dread¬ 
ful  scene  my  soul  turns  with  infinite  loathing  and 
abhorrence. 

Oen.  Taylor,  in  his  admirable  letter  of  condolence 
to  Henry  Clay,  upon  the  death  of  bis  son,  in  one  of 
these  sanguinary  tragedies,  remarks  in  view  of  the 
young  man’s  untimely  end,  ‘‘  /can  viiih  truth  tay 
that  I  fetl  no  exultation  in  our  success.**  To  this 
sentiment  thousands  and  tens  of  thousands  of  the 
purest  spirits  in  our  land  can  most  cordially  respond. 
The  war  has  already  cost  our  country  not  less  than 
about  one  hundred  millions  of  dollars.  What  a  sum 
to  expend  in  all  the  terrible  enginery  of  destruction, 
to  desolate  the  homes  and  destroy  the  lives  of  our 
fellow-men.  Probably  not  less  than  twenty  thous¬ 
and  have  already  perished,  on  the  two  sides,  from 
the  combined  influence  of  the  sword  and  disease. 
If  our  obiect  ia  to  collect  a  debt,  surely  this  is  an  in¬ 
human  way  of  doing  it.  If  our  object  is  to  extend 
the  area  of  negro  slavery,  we  can  only  say,  that  the 
I  means  are  worthy  of  the  end.

to  eat.  He  becomes  fastidious,  selfish,  bard  to 
plsaea.  He  siahe  ia  moral  being.  The  vegetation ' 
of  the  heart  withers  and  dies.  All  indications  of 
spiritual  life  disappear.  Like  the  Dead  Sea,  which 
is  fed  by  the  snows  of  Lsbanon,  and  by  a  thousand 
pure  streamlets  from  hill  and  dale,  and  which  ab¬ 
sorbs  all  and  gives  out  nothing— the  waters  of  the 
soul  lose  their  purity,  become  heavy,  sluggish,  and 
exceedingly  bitter. 

The  remedy  for  this  disease  is  very  simple.  It  is 
this.  Plain  food  and  good  exercise.  Men  afflicted 
with  this  evil  must  content  themselves  with  plain 
preaching,  and  practice  on  what  they  hear.  They 
must  bear  the  word,  in  order  to  be  doers  of  the 
word ;  must  eat  in  order  to  live  and  do  good.  This 
is  all  that  is  necessary.  If  they  will  do  this,  confu¬ 
sion  will  soon  give  place  to  regularity,  derangement 
to  healthy  spiritual  action.  If  they  will  wait  upon 
the  Lord  for  strength  to  run  in  his  service,  if  they 
will  muse  on  his  word  that  the  fire  of  heavenly  feel¬ 
ing  may  bum  and  set  the  whole  machinery  of  a  be¬ 
nevolent  heart  in  motion,  if  they  will  fix  their  minds 
on  the  glory  of  the  Lord  that  they  may  thus  be 
changed  into  the  same  image,  and  like  him  go  about 
doing  good,  shining  as  lighu  in  the  world,  and  hold¬ 
ing  forth  the  word  of  life,  all  will  soon  be  well  with 
them. 

There  is  no  difficulty,  therefore,  in  curing  this 
disease,  if  men  will  only  apply  the  proper  remedy. 
No  matter  how  inveterate  it  may  be,  if  they  will 
only  go  to  work,  and  be  the  doers  of  what  they  hear, 
they  will  soon  be  healed.  There  ia  no  lack  of  the 
remedy  in  this  case.  We  have  it  in  abundance 
around  us.  We  have  Sabbath  schools,  in  which 
there  are  hundreds  and  thousands  of  children  to  be 
instructed.  We  have  Tract  distribution,  ia  which 
light  may  be  scattered  from  house  to  house,  and 
great  good  accomplished.  There  are,  moreover, 
sick  to  be  visited,  poor  to  be  eared  for,  feeble  church¬ 
es  to  be  strengthened  and  built  op,  and  a  word,  lying 
in  sin  to  be  enlightened,  to  be  led  to  repentance  and 
saved.  Men  may  easily,  therefore,  be  cured  of  this 
terrible  disease,  if  they  only  wish  to  be.  If  they  will 
go  thus  to  work,  they  will  soon  be  convalescent ; 
streng.h  will  return,  and  the  whole  camp  of  Israel 
will  be  in  that  blessed  condition  in  which  there  will 
not  be  one  feeble  person  in  all  the  tribes.

the  West  who  entertain  this  view  of  the  subject. 
Mtny  a  fond  parent,  who  sees  that.his  daughter  is 
getting  along  finely  under  the  care  of  some  Roman 
Cstholic  sisterhood,  in  acquiring  what  is  esteemed 
a  gen^l,  that  is  a  fashionable  education,  is  perfect¬ 
ly  satisfied  and  never  thinks  of  inquiring  any  far¬ 
ther.  And  I  grieve  to  say  that  there  are  fathers  and 
mothers,  who  are  regular  members  oj  Protestant 
churchy,  of  whom  this  is  true.  They  never  think 
of  asking  what  are  the  moral  and  religions  influ¬ 
ences  under  which  they  are  training  their  daugh¬ 
ters.  Or  if  they  do,  they  are  simply  told  that  no 
efforts  will  be  made  to  proselyte  them.  This  is 
satisfactory.  On  this  great  subject  of  religion  they 
only  wish  to  stipulate  that  their  children  be  not 
poisoned  to  death  outright— ns  for  their  being  fed 
with  needed  spiritual  food,  they  make  no  provision 
for  that  at  all.  They  forget,  too,  or  never  knew, 
that  education  is  as  inseparable  from  moral  and  re¬ 
ligious  influences  as  light  and  heat  in  the  rays  of 
the  sun.  Electricity  is  not  more  certain  to  find  ite 
way  along  the  wires  of  the  telegraph,  than  are  the 
fundamental  moral  and  religious  views  of  an  able 
teacher  to  travel  along  every  Tine  of  communication 
which  he  constructs  between  his  own  mind  and 
that  of  his  pupils.  That  parent  who  values  reli¬ 
gious  freedom  and  yet  commits  the  education  of  his 
child  to  the  subservient  tools  of  the  Romish  hier- 
**  almost  to  madness ;  and  the  friends 

of  Protestantism  cannot  be  too  earnest  or  too  active 
to  disabuse  the  mind  of  this  nation  of  this  horrible  I 
delusion.  I 

On  the  other  hand,  they  are  not  to  be  denounced 
as  cro^ers  and  bigots  who  feel  strong  apprehension 
at  the  increasing  numbers  and  the  extending  influ¬ 
ence  of  Roman  Catholic  seminaries  for  insiniction 
in  the  West.  They  are  the  only  considerable  lines 
of  conduction  which  Rome  has  yet  been  able  to  es¬ 
tablish  between  herself  and  our  people :  and  they 
are  just  as  alarming  (on  the  supposition  that  they 
are  to  gain  influence  and  ascendency)  as  religions 
freedom,  evangelical  truth  and  univer^  education 
are  precious.  J.

Mexico  was  diseOTcred  by  the  Spanish  adventu¬ 
rer  Fernando  Cortez,  in  the  year  1519.  It  was  in¬ 
habited  by  altogether  the  most  enlightened,  friendly 
and  happy  people  then  upon  the  continent  of  Ame¬ 
rica.  Cortes  landed  upon  the  coast,  and  founded  and 
fortified  the  city  of  Verm  Cruz.  The  name  of  the 
“True  Cross,”  which  Cortez  gave  to  this  city,  found¬ 
ed  in  oppression  and  blood,  is  characteristic  of  the 
religious  fanaticism  which  was  one  of  the  elements 
of  the  character  of  this  merciless  soldier.  He  then 
penetrated  the  interior,  and  after  many  and  sanguin¬ 
ary  conflicu  with  the  natives,  took  possession  of  the 
city  of  Mexico  and  of  the  whole  country.  With  his 
blood-hounds,  his  powerful  horses,  his  steel-clad 
warriors  and  his  heavy  artillery,  he  mowed  down 
the  armies  of  the  natives  like  grass  before  the  scythe. 
Brave  but  perfidious,  talented  but  cruel,  thia  blood¬ 
stained  conqueror,  after  dcsolatiag  a  happy  and 
peaceful  empire  with  fire  and  carnage,  dM  in  ob¬ 
scurity,  the  victim  of  disappointment  and  neglect. 
At  one  time,  after  his  return  to  Spain  in  disgrace, 
he  endeavored  to  obtain,  by  violence,  an  audience 
with  the  king.  Forcing  his  way  through  the  crowd 
which  snnonnded  the  royal  carriage,  on  a  festival 
occasion,  he  placed  his  foot  upon  the  step,  and  his 
hand  upon  the  door  of  the  carriage,  as  if  to  enter. 
“  Who  are  you  T*  inquired  the  monarch,  Charles  V. 
“  I  am,”  haughtily  replied  the  war-worn  veteran,  “a 
man  who  has  gained  yon  more  provinces,  than  your 
father  left  you  towns.**  Cortez  called  the  country 
which  had  been  the  scene  of  his  brilliant  victories, 
of  his  unrighteous  invasion,  and  of  his  unparalleled 
cruelty,  New  Spain. 

For  about  three  hundred  years  the  country  re¬ 
mained  in  the  condition  of  a  colony,  subject  to  the 
Spanish  dominion.  Under  the  rnle  of  Charles  V. 
and  his  successors,  Mexico  made  hardly  a  percepti¬ 
ble  advance  in  wealth  or  intelligence ;  and  probably 
decidedly  decreased  in  population.  It  was  the  stu¬ 
died  and  unwavering  policy  of  the  mother  country, 
to  keep  the  inhabitants  of  Mexico  in  ignorance  and 
servitude.

Rev.  Dr.  Bushnell,  of  Hartford,  was 
invited  to  supply  his  place.  < 

Mr.  Junkin*s  Sermon. — In  the  evening,  a  sermon  ^ 
was  preached  to  a  crowded  house,  by  Rev.  Mr.  Jun-  , 
kin,  from  1  Cor.  2:2.  “I  determined  to  know  no¬ 
thing  among  you,  save  Jesus  Christ  and  him  cruci¬ 
fied.”  He  showed,  1,  the  nature  and  import  of  the  ' 
Apostle’s  language;  and  2,  the  reasons  why  the  ! 
great  theme  of  the  gospel  minister  should  be  “  Jesus 
Christ  and  him  crucified.”  It  was  a  good,  sound 
gospel  sermon,  and  was  listened  to  with  deep  at-  ! 
tentioQ. 

Wsdnssdsy,  June  23fi1. 

Prayer-Meeting. — A  prayer-meeting  was  held  in 
the  chapel  of  the  Central  church.  Rev.  E.  Beecher 
presided,  and  made  some  impressive  remarks  on  the 
weakness  of  Christians  without  the  indwelling  of 
the  Holy  Spirit. 

Business  Afeettng.— The  meeting  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion  was  opened  with  prayer  by  the  Moderator. 
The  first  hour  was  spent  in  miscellaneous  business, 
the  detail  of  which  would  not  mterest  our  readers. 
The  reports  of  delegates  to  foreign  bodies  speak  of 
the  kind  and  fraternal  feelings  manifested  generally 
by  the  bodies  to  which  they  were  sent. 

Bi-Centennial  of  the  Saybrook  Platform.— Rev. 
B.  C.  Jackson  read  a  report  from  the  Committee 
appointed  at  the  laat  meeting  to  consider  the  subject 
of  celebrating  the  Bi-Centennial  Anniversary  of  the 
formation  of  the  Cambridge  Platform,  which  states 
that  a  circular  was  addressed  to  the  difietent  mem- 1 

bers  of  the  Committee,  .requesting  thein  to  answer 
(.ciiiun  questions  respecting  tbe  matter ;  tha  majority 

of  which  were  averse  to  the  celebration.  One  of 
these  letters  was  read,  which  gave  the  reasons  for 
thinking  it  inexpedient — the  same  in  substance  as 
those  from  others.  The  reasons  stated,  were  sub¬ 
stantially,  that  like  the  kingdom  of  heaven,  Congre¬ 
gationalism  ‘‘cometh  not  by  observation,”  and, 
therefore,  does  not  need  any  such  outward  demon¬ 
strations.  It  was  too  much  after  the  manner  of  the 
Church  of  Rome  and  some  older  bodies.  “  Abhor¬ 
ring  as  I  do,”  the  writer  says,  *'  the  scarlet  colored 
beast  under  all  his  names  and  forms,  I  have  no  com¬ 
placency  in  seeing  any  of  his  meretricious  orna¬ 
ments  thrown  over  the  shoulders  of  that  pure  bride 
of  the  Lord,  Congregationalism.”  The  Committee 
recommend  that  the  subject  be  dropped,  and  the 
Committee  discharged. 

Place  of  Next  Meeting.— The  next  meeting  of 
the  Association  was  appointed  at  Chelsea,  in  Rev. 
Mr.  Langworthy’s  church,  unless  otherwise  agreed 
upon  by  the  Suffolk  North  Association. 

Complaint  ef  the  Association  Meetings. — The 
Committee  of  Arrangements  reported  a  communi¬ 
cation  from  the  Franklin  Association,  complaining 
that  the  meetings  of  the  General  Association  are 
too  much  occupied  with  the  details  of  business,  and 
tha  discussion  of  vexatious  questions ;  so  that  the 
body  fails  of  partaking  of  that  fraternal  and  spiritual 
character  which  the  spiritual  interests  of  the  minis- 1 
ters  and  churches  require ;  and  recommending  that 
I  such  alterations  should  be  made  that  the  principal 
j  sessions  of  the  body  should  be  spent  in  services  of 
a  devotional  character ;  and  that  as  little  time  as 
possible  be  spent  in  business. 

Rev.  S.  Holmes  said  there  was  an  extensive  feel¬ 
ing  among  the  members  of  this  body  that  the  views 
contained  in  this  communication  were  just. 

Dr.  E.  Beecher  said  he  had  heard  the  same  sen¬ 
timent  extensively  expressed.  It  had  been  said  that 
the  beauty  of  our  system  was,  that  our  meetings 
were  of  a  more  fraternal  and  religious  character 
!  than  those  bodies  which  are  so  formed  as  to  be  ne- 
,  cessarily  chiefly  devoted  to  business.  But  he  did 
!  not  think  it  was  necessarily  so,  even  in  those  bodies. 
The  Synod  of  Indiana  had  made  such  arrange¬ 
ments  as  to  give  theur  meetings  a  religions  and  revi¬ 
val  character,  so  that  its  meetings  were  looked  for  as 
'  the  harbingers  of  God’s  blessings.

But  how  were  they  to  be  enlisted 
in  such  a  work  7  ^  the  voice  and  the  contributions 
of  the  churches.  When  these  go  hand  in  hand,  he 
had  no  doubt  it  would  be  attended  to. 

Jamaica  Mission — Rev.  Mr.  Hovey  addressed 
the  Association  in  behalf  of  this  mission,  as  the  re¬ 
presentative  of  the  Congregational  Association  of 
Jamaica,  ia  the  West  Indies.  This  Association 
consists  of  five  churches,  which  have  been  gathered 
among  the  emancipated  negroes.  They  had  four 
pastors,  all  sons  of  New-Bngland,  and  about  four 
hundred  members. 

The  Jamaica  mission  had  its  origin  in  the  pur¬ 
pose  formed  several  years  ago  by  five  young  men,  of 
going  to  that  field  and  easting  themselves  upon  the 
providence  of  God  for  support.  The  three  years  that 
he  remained  there.  Mr.  Hovey  never  received  a  dol¬ 
lar,  except  what  he  had  received  from  tbe  negroes. 
They  built  the  shed  in  which  he  lived,  and  the  cha¬ 
pel  in  which  he  preached  and  taught  their  children. 
He  shared  with  them  what  they  had.  To  show  the 
spirit  that  prevailed  among  them,  he  said  one  man 
who  had  got  free  two  years  before  the  general 
emancipation,  cams  to  him  when  they  had  got  in 
great  straits,  and  were  under  the  necessity  of  raising 
immediately  $100,  bringing  a  little  b^.  saying, 
“  Minister,  I  hear  the  cause  of  God  goes  hard ;  I  have 
brought  what  I  earned  before  freedom  came and 
he  counted  out  $96,  saying,  This  I  give  that  the 
cause  of  Gh>d  may  go  on.”  But  now,  said  Mr.  H. 
the  chapels,  which  were  built  of  bamboos  stuck  in 


our  trying  to  escape  it.  It  is  the  power  of  Qod’s 
word,  shown  to  be  God’s  word,  identified  as  sneh, 
and  therefore  we  cannot  stay  it  in  its  onward  urging. 
Overcome  by  his  argument,  we  fall  a  prey  at  once 
to  his  appeal.  His  discussion  interests  us ;  we  are  at 
once  surprised,  then  taken  captive,  and  afterward 
borne  along  “  whithersoever  the  governor  listeth.”  So 
was  it  with  Paul.  “  He  reasoned  in  the  synagogue 
every  Sabbath,”  and  as  he  once  “  reasoned  of  righ¬ 
teousness,  temperance,  and  judgment,  Felix  trem¬ 
bled.”  He  was  not  afraid  of  abstruse  preaching, 
nor  of  metaphysical  preaching,  but  b«  uttered  words 
hard  to  be  understood  and  liable  to  be  wrested  by 
the  unlearned  and  unstable ;  still  be  enforced  them 
by  such  compressed  ratiocination  as  to  make  his 
hearers  feel,  that  in  striving  against  him  they  were 
striving  against  God.  The  direct  tendency  of  strong 
argument  is,  to  transfer  the  reasoner’s  appeal  from 
the  sphere  of  his  own  opinions  to  the  at  here  of  di¬ 
vine  inspiration ;  and  he  who  braces  himself  against 
this  appeal,  strikes  and  presses  against  a  brazen 
wall  Hence  it  is  characteristic  of  every  preacher 
j  who  fortifies  his  words  by  giving  the  reason  for  them. 
I  to  speak  as  with  authority.  “  My  words  are  not  my 


Native  Spaniards  were  sent  by  the 
crown  to  fill  all  the  civil,  military  and  ecclesiastical 
officea,  and  just  enough  of  Eoiopean  soldiers  to  co¬ 
operate  with  those  raised  among  the  natives,  to  keep 
the  people  in  subjection.  The  idols  of  the  Mexicans 
were  ejected  from  the  temples,  to  make  room  for  the 
idols  of  the  Romish  Church.  The  mummeries  of 
pagan  worship  were  succeeded  by  the  more  gorge¬ 
ous  and  more  dazzling  pageants  of  the  Papal  See. 
The  priesthood  of  tbe  Temple  of  the  Sun  were  sup¬ 
planted  by  an  hierarchy  more  crafty  and  not  less 
oppressive  and  immoraL  No  schools  were  founded ; 
no  agencies  allowed  to  exist,  which  could  vivify  the 
torpid  mind.  Every  effort  was  made  to  give  impe¬ 
netrability  to  the  cloud  of  ignorance  which  envelop¬ 
ed  the  untutored  intellect  of  the  natives. 

A  Viceroy,  entirely  subject  to  the  Spanish  crown, 
was  placed  over  the  colony,  with  all  the  delegated 
powers  of  royalty.  The  poor  Indians  were  torn 
from  the  homes  where  they  were  lounging  away  an 
indolent,  yet  not  unjoyous  existence,  and  driven  in 
miserable  hordes,  at  the  point  of  the  bayonet,  to  the' 
mines  which  Spanish  cupidity  had  opened.  The  na¬ 
tives,  however,  had  no  share  in  the  precious  metals 
which  their  labor  extracted,  but  the  fruits  of  their 
toil  were  all  borne  across  the  Atlantic,  to  enrich  the 
grandees  of  Spain.  The  sole  object  of  the  crown 
appeared  to  be,  to  aggrandize  the  conquerors  without 
any  regard  to  the  suSeiing[s  of  the  conquered.  The 
Mexicans  were  even  prohibited  from  manufacturing 
any  article  whatever,  which  could  be  supplied  by 
the  mother  country.  Thus  for  three  hundred  years 
the  legislative,  military  and  ecclesiastical  power, 
were  combined  to  impoverish  and  to  imbrute  the 
people.  They  were  to  the  children  of  this  ill-fated 
land,  centuries  of  darkness  and  sorrow.  Even  the 
memory  of  their  brighter  days  was  obliterated,  and 
the  poor  Indians  resigned  themselves  with  sullen 
indifference  to  their  monotonous  and  dreary  life. 

During  this  long  period,  the  European  officers  and 
soldiers  who  held  the  country  in  subjection,  gradu¬ 
ally  formed  connectionsjvith  the  natives,  and  hence 
arose  a  pretty  numerous  mixed  population.  Many 
slaves  were  also  introduced  into  the  country  from 
Africa,  whose  blood  was  soon  blended  with  that  of  the 
white  man  and  the  Indian.  Thus  it  soon  became 
difficult  to  find  a  native  Mexican  of  pure  Castilian 
blood.  The  physical  characteristics  of  the  three 
races,  the  Negro,  tbe  Caucasian  and  the  American, 
were  combined  in  a  motley  concourse  of  Mulattoes. 
Mestizoes  and  Zambos,  Q,uaieroons  and  Q,uinter- 
oons,  a  powerless  race  in  body  and  in  mind.  As  the 
Indians  were  far  more  numerous  than  the  negroes, 
their  union  with  the  white  man  was  more  common 
than  similar  unions  between  the  negroes  and  the 
whites ;  and  consequently  the  class  called  Mestizoes, 
is  far  more  numerous  than  the  Zambos. 

The  population  of  Mexico  is  now  estimated  to  be 
about  seven  millions.  No  accurate  census  of  the 
population  has  ever  been  taken.  An  attempt  was 
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Mercifal  Affliction. 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  a  report  of  one 
of  the  missionaries  of  “  The  New-York  City  Tract 
Society.” 

“  About  three  months  since,  at  the  instance  of  a 
Tract  visiter,  we  called  to  see  a  lady  who  was  ill, 
who  had  once  enjoyed  the  consolations  of  religion, 
and  the  relation  of  a  member  to  a  Christian  church, 
but  for  several  years  past  had  been  a  backslider. 
She  was  much  distressed,  and  strongly  disposed  to 
despondency ;  but  we  were  encouraged  by  observing 
that  she  had  clear  views  of  the  exceeding  sinfulness 
of  sin.  and  of  the  alone  sufficiency  of  Christ,  and  we 
knew  that  he  that  had  wounded  was  able  and  will¬ 
ing  to  heal.  Sometimes  she  seemed  ready  to  lay 
hold  on  the  hope  set  before  her,  and  then  again  she 
would  fall  back  into  a  most  distressing  state  of  fear 
and  doubt.  This  continued  for  some  weeks,  until, 
while  we  were  endeavoring  to  encourage  her  to 
trust  in  the  Savior,  she  replied  that  had  she  con¬ 
tinued  well,  she  would  have  continued  careless ;  that 
consequently,  if  she  srught  the  Lord  at  the  present 
time,  it  would  seem  as  though  she  were  driven  to 
it,  and  that  this  could  not  be  acceptable  to  God. 
How,  thorofoio,  sb*  oould  obtain  mercy,  was  a  prob-

beard  her  speak  thus,  and  greatly  enlarge  in  describ¬ 
ing  the  dark  features  of  her  case  and  the  fears  she 
indulged,  we  asked  her  to  fix  her  attention,  as  much 
as  possible,  upon  what  we  were  about  to  remark, 
and  then  said,  'You  think  that  had  you  continued 
well,  you  would  have  continued  careless  7*  '  Yes ;  I 
am  certain  that  I  should.’  '  And  tbe  Lord  knew  that 
it  would  be  sc,’  was  the  response,  ‘  and  therefore  he 
has  afflicted  you ;  and  in  doing  this,  bis  special  de¬ 
sign  is  to  bring  you  to  a  sense  of  your  sinfulness, 
and  to  tbe  enjoyment  of  his  love.’ 

“  This  opened  a  new  view  to  her  mind ;  the  spell 
by  which  she  had  been  bound  was  loosened ;  and 
ceasing  to  despair,  she  saw  that  she  might  yet  hope 
for  mercy ;  nor  was  the  time  long  before  that  hope 
was  realized,  and  Divine  grace  enabled  her  to  cry, 
‘Abba,  Father  1’”  O.

Northern  Sentiments  on  Slavery. 

The  following  passage  occurs  in  the  late  mes¬ 
sage  of  Gov.  Dana,  to  the  Legislature  of  Maine : 

“  The  territory  which  we  may  acquire  as  indem¬ 
nity  of  claims  upon  Mexico  is  free ;  shall  it  be  made 
.'I  sentiment  of  the  free  States 
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influence  of  slavery  upon  productive  energy,  is  like 
the  blight  of  mildew— that  .t  is  a  moral  and  social 
evil — that  it  does  violence  to  the  rights  of  man,  as  a 
thinking,  reasoning  and  responsible  being— that  its 
existence  in  this  territory  will  shut  out  free  labor, 
because  the  free  man  will  not  submit  himself  to  the 
degradation  which  attaches  to  labor,  wherever  slave¬ 
ry  exists.  Influenced  by  such  considerations,  the 
free  States  will  oppose  the  introduction  of  slavery 
into  the  territory,  which  may  be  acquired.” 

Gov.  Williams,  of  our  own  Siate,  expresses  his 
views  as  follows  on  the  same  subject : 

“  The  great  moral  political  and  social  evils  result¬ 
ing  from  the  institution  of  slavery,  should  be  remov¬ 
ed  as  far  as  possible,  without  violating  the  princi¬ 
ples  ef  the  constitution.  At  the  same  time  it  ia  our 
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ly  neglected  for  a  thousand  years,  she  is  now  in  a 
great  passion  to  perform- lest,  forsooth,  it  should  be 
so  done  by  other  hands  as  to  disenthrall  the  nations 

from  her  spiritual  despotism.  She  will  leave  her 
oear  nai-sd,  k —  ..  .  _  _ v;....  s* 

ignorance  almost  as  profound  as  in  her  da»e8t 
ages,  and  expend  hundreds  of  thousands,  drawn,  it 
may  be,  largely  from  those  very  countries,  in  pro¬ 
moting  education — not  among  her  Mexican  and 
South  American  subjects— tAere,  it  is  to  be  presum¬ 
ed.  there  can  be  no  need— hot  among  the  people  of 
the  United  States,  where  the  means  of  education 
are  already  not  less  widely  diffused  than  in  any 
ether  country  on  earth— and  where  she  certainly 
has  great  reason  te  apprehend  that  Protestant  edu¬ 
cation  will  become  universal. 

Are  we  then  asked.  Since  then  Rome  will  edu¬ 
cate,  why  trouble  ourselves  about  her  motives  7  I 
answer,  she  will  not  educate  any  farther  than  the 
presence  of  religious  freedom  compels  her.  And 


Colonization. — Rev.  Dr.  Tenney  addressed  the 
Association  in  behalf  of  colonization. 
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rations  of  this  Society.  The  last  year  has  been  one 
of  unusual  prosperity  in  all  the  Society’s  operations. 
They  have  published  sixty-seven  new  works,  mak¬ 
ing  800  in  aJl.  They  have  increased  the  number  of 
their  series  on  the  lives  of  the  fathers  of  New-Eng- 
land.  The  business  done  has  been  greater  than 
any  previous  year.  The  donations  received,  to  send 
libraries  to  the  West,  have  been  about  $5000. 

Tract  Society. — Rev.  Mr.  Holmes,  Agent  of  the 
Tract  Society,  said  that  Society  met  with  such  gene¬ 
ral  favor,  and  he  was  always  so  well  reedved  when 
he  went  to  present  tbe  subject,  that  he  did  not  deem 
it  necessary  to  take  op  the  time  of  the  Association 
with  any  statements  concerning  it. 

Foreign  Evangelical  Society — Rev.  Dr.  Baird 
made  a  statement  respecting  the  Foreign  Evangeli¬ 
cal  Society,  giving  a  brief  account  of  its  origin  and 
objects,  and  alluding  to  tbe  very  general  openings 
in  Catholic  countries  for  the  entrance  of  the  gospel. 

Seamen's  Friend  Society. — Rev.  M».  Bushnell, 
Agent  of  the  Seamen’s  Friend  Society,  stated  that 
the  American  and  Boston  Societies  ^ve  but  one 
agent  in  this  field ;  and  requesting  the  ministers  of 
those  churches  which  he  was  unable  to  visit,  to  take 
up  collections  at  the  usual  time. 

Bible  Society.— Rev.  Sylvester  Holmes  spoke  in 
behalf  of  the  American  Bible  Society.  He  found 
the  impression  generally  to  be  that  this  cause  was 
so  good  that  everybody  would  support  it,  and  there¬ 
fore  there  was  no  need  of  anybody  making  any  very 
great  exertions  in  its  behalf,  the  consequence  of 
which  was,  that  they  were  loaded  with  funds  no¬ 
where. 

A  resolution  was  reported  by  the  Business  Com¬ 
mittee  on  the  subject  of  giving  the  Bible  to  the 
slaves,  which  did  not  seem  generally  satisfactory ; 
and  after  considerable  discussion  the  subject  was 
referred  to  a  special  committee  consisting  of  Rev. 
Messrs.  N.  Adams,  Bement  and  Jackson,  to  report 
a  resolution. 

American  S.  S.  Vnion. — Rev.  W.  B.  Tappan  ad¬ 
dressed  the  Association  in  behalf  of  the  American 
Sunday  School  Union,  in  which  he  made  a  brief 
statement  of  the  operations  of  the  Society  for  the 
coming  year. 
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Spiritual  Dyspepsia. 

This  disease  is  quite  common  in  our  day.  It  has 
always  been  a  troublesome  complaint  under  the 
preaching  of  the  gospel,  especially  in  large  cities 
and  other  populous  places,  and  never  more  so  than 
it  is  at  present. 

The  symptoms  of  this  disease  are  easily  described. 
In  most  cases,  those  afflicted  with  it  are  very  fastid¬ 
ious.  They  are  over  nice — hard  to  please — are  ea¬ 
sily  offended  by  what  they  see  or  hear.  They  sel¬ 
dom  hear  anything  which  exactly  suits  them.  The 
simple  gospel,  the  pure  milk  of  the  word,  is  too  sim¬ 
ple  for  them ;  while  its  doctrines,  the  strong  meat  of 
the  Bible,  altogether  overtask  their  digestive  powers, 
and  are  to  them  exceedingly  dry  and  uninteresting. 
Nothing  pleases  them.  If  one  pipes  to  them  a  plea- 


maintains  against  the  external  forms  and  the  reli¬ 
gious  despotism  of  Rome.  Our  political  institutions 
will  not  account  for  it,  for  similar  political  insrltu- 
tions  have  produced  no  such  effect  where  other 


ther  extension.  The  members  of  our  last  Congress, 
from  the  free  States  of  our  confederacy,  have  well 
declared  by  their  votes  for  what  is  termed  the  Wil- 
mot  proviso,  their  fixed  and  unalterable  purpose  to 
oppose  the  further  extension  of  slavery  and  the  ad¬ 
mission  of  any  more  slave  territory  to  the  Union. 
This  vote  has  given  form  and  substance  to  the  uni¬ 
ted  desires  of  the  people  of  these  States — has  made 
a  deep  lodgment  in  their  hearts,  and  justly  received 
through  their  primary  assemblies,  their  cordial  re¬ 
sponse  and  approval.  The  proposition  contained 
in  this  proviso,  embodying  as  it  does  the  determin¬ 
ed  will  and  true  principles  of  the  American  people, 
affords  a  pledge  that  these  principles  will  be  faith¬ 
fully  carried  out  in  our  national  legislation,  which 
must  give  joy  to  every  friend  of  (he  Unbn  and 
rationid  freedom.” 

The  South  should  be  disabused  by  these  extracts. 
It  has  thought  that  Northern  hostility  to  slavery  is 
confined  either  to  a  political  party,  or  a  set  of  crazy 
religionists  and  pnilanthropists.  Such  an  opinion 
is  at  the  furthest  remove  from  the  truth,  as  will  be 
seen  by  the  broadly  proclaimed  sentiments  of  the 
Democratic  Governors  of  Maine  and  New-Hamp- 
shire.  The  North  claims  no  right  to  interfere  with 
tbe  evil  where  the  Constitution  protects  it ;  but  it 
says  with  one  voice,  “  Hitherto  shalt  thou  come, 
and  no  further ;  and  here  shall  thy  proud  waves  be 


master.  We  can  account  lor  wnat  we  see  only 
from  the  influence  of  those  religious  principles 
which  have  mainly  given  tone  and  character  to  the 
people  of  this  country.  And  this  conclusion  is 
greatly  strengthened  by  the  consideration  that  simi¬ 
lar  religious  views  have  produced  a  similar  move¬ 
ment  of  the  popular  mind  under  whatever  political 
system  they  have  prevailed.  In  proof  of  these  as¬ 
sertions  we  have  only  to  appeal  to  the  history  of 
Christendom  from  the  Reformation  to  the  present 
time. 

It  may,  however,  be  thought  that  there  is  some¬ 
thing  in  the  history  of  education  in  Germany  to 
disprove  this  view  of  the  ease.  But  this  is  merely 
a  mistake.  'The  movement  in  behalf  of  popular 
education  which  is  taking  place  in  some  countries 
of  Europe,  which  are  cursed  with  Popery  in  the 
church  and  absolutism  in  the  state,  is  purely  in  its 
origin  an  effort  to  counteract  the  influence  of  Pro¬ 
testant  education.  The  celebrated  Gbrman  system 
of  education  originated  not  with  the  church  but 
her  statesmen,  with  Metternich  at  their  head,  and 
it  is  the  product— not  of  Popery,  though  it  prevails 
in  Papal  sutes— but  of  that  spirit  of  civil  and  reli¬ 
gious  freedom  to  which  Rome  presents  a  front  of 
opposition  as  uncompromising  in  the  nineteenth  as 
in  the  twelfth  century.  Metternich  is  the  patron  of 
popu’ar  education,  not  because  he  loves  popular 
enlightenment,  but  because  he  is  sagacious  enough 
to  see  that  education  will  come— that  the  school¬ 


men,  then  they  cry  out,  Behold  a  gluttonous  man, 
and  a  wine-bibber,  a  friend  of  publicans  and  sinners. 

Persons  under  the  influence  of  this  disease  seldom 
worship  long  ia  the  same  place.  They  are  soon  tired 
with  the  same  preacher,  however  excellent.  They 
wander  about  from  church  to  chureh  seeking  for 
something  new,  something  startling,  something  that 
is  pleasant  to  the  ear,  captivating  to  the  eye,  and 
that  is  easily  digested  and  not  likely  to  trouble  or 
pain  them.  They  run  after  every  meteer  that  flashes 
through  the  atmosphere,  are  attracted  by  every  “  lo 
here”  and  “  lo  there,”  and  yet  seldom  find  what  they 
want,  or  hear  what  exactly  pleases  them.  They  are 
full  of  criticism.  They  hear  as  judges,  and  gene¬ 
rally  see  something  wrong,  something  uncouth  in 
the  manner  of  the  preacher,  or  unpleasant  in  his  elo¬ 
cution,  or  dry  and  metaphysical  in  his  reasoning, 
and  wonder  why  it  is  that  ministers  are  not  more 
interesting ;  why  truth  is  not  presented  in  a  manner 
more  entertaining;  in  a  way  better  calculated  to 
please  and  delight  the  hearer.  We  may  add,  that  per¬ 
sons  laboring  under  this  disease  are  in  many  cases 
very  drowsy  on  the  Sabbath  and  in  the  sanctuary ; 
are  prone  to  sleep  during  the  greater  part  of  the  ex¬ 
ercises..  Such  are  some  of  the  more  common  symp¬ 
toms  of  this  malady.  '

HABRATITES  OF  EBLIOION. 

The  Association  proceeded  to  listen  to  the  reports 
on  the  state  of  religion  from  the  different  Associa¬ 
tions. 

Andover.— Btstemeat  by  Rev.  Mr.  Jackson.— The 
Association  has  14  churches,  with  about  3  000  mem¬ 
bers.  Only  one  of  these  charehes  is  destitute  of  a 
settled  pastor.  All  but  four  have  been  organized 
about  twenty  years,  and  six  in  ten  years.  The  long¬ 
est  period  any  minister  has  been  settled  is  twenty 
years — the  average  is  five  years.  A  new  congrega¬ 
tion  has  been  gathered,  and  a  ehnreh  organized,  in 
the  new  town  of  Lawrence.  Last  week  a  paMor 
was  installed.  There  has  been  some  special  interest 
in  Phillips  Academy,  and  connected  with,  it  a  revi¬ 
val  of  piety  among  the  students  of  the  Theological 
Seminary.  This  latter  institution  has  not  been  in 
a  more  prosperous  condition  for  years.  There  has 
been  a  change  in  the  profession  of  theology ;  but  tbe 
theological  views  to  be  given  hereafter  are  ia  har¬ 
mony  with  the  instruction  that  has  been  given  here¬ 
tofore.  All  statements  to  the  contrary  are  unfound¬ 
ed.  This  he  said,  not  without  the  very  best  autho¬ 
rity.  The  present  incumbent  was  invited  to  the 
chair  by  his  predecessor  and  teacher. 

Berkshire.— Rev.  Dr.  Peters  read  the  statem^ 
At  the  fall  meeting  of  the  Association,  the  qu^on 
was  considered,  what  could  be  done  in  relation  to 
the  prevailing  religious  declension  7  and  it  was  de¬ 
termined  to  adopt  a  measure  which  was  in  vogue 
20  years  ago,  and  hold  a  series  of  conference  meet¬ 
ings  in  the  different  churches.  These  meetings 


This  produces  eeokntary,  tnoettre  habits,  which 
derange  the  whele  spiritual  system,  and  bring  on  a 
diseased  state  ef  mind.  He  ^cornea  a  hearer  only 
of  the  word,  and  not  a  doer  also,  and  thus  deceives 
himself,  supposing  that  a  part  of  his  duty  is  the 
whole  of  it.

Injury  is  the 
result  He  comes  to  the  house  of  God  to  absorb  light, 
not  to  catch  it  and  give  it  forth  to  others.  He  waiu 
upon  the  Lord,  but  not  for  strength  to  run  and  not 
be  weary.  He  listens  to  the  gospel,  comes  under  iu 
impulsive  power,  but  not  in  order  to  abound  the 
more  in  the  work  of  the  Lord.  All  begins  and  ends 
with  hearing.  There  ia  no  exercise,  no  healthy  ac¬ 
tion  accordant  with  the  word  heard;  no  inward 
practice  in  meditating  upon  what  has  been  said,  no 
outward  movement  in  the  direction  of  the  diffusive 
biddings  of  the  gospel— no  effort  to  be  what  it  en¬ 
joins,  te  do  what  it  eommanda  The  light  is  absorb¬ 
ed,  t^  word  heard  is  hidden  in  the  heart.
